In response to the amendment filled on 7/29/2005, all the amendments to the claims 
have been entered and the action follows: 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-18, 20-36, 39-71 , 74-78, and 80-82 (renumbered as 1-75) are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims are allowed because the prior art alone or in combination with fails to 

disclose or suggest a method of recording images of a subject object from different 
positions and orientations and processing the recorded image data to generate a three- 
dimensional computer model of the subject object, that includes generating, using the 
calculated positions and orientations, data defining a three-dimensional computer model 
of at least the subject object by defining a volume of voxels in a three-dimensional 
space in dependence upon the known height of the object support such that the object 
support but not the subject object is excluded from the volume and removing voxels 
from the volume in dependence upon the image data in combination of other limitations 
in the claims.
